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Erythroneura merita n. sp. 


General ground color semihyaline to white with 
some specimens almost solid golden yellow due _ to 
broadening of yellow oblique stripes. Vertex with two 
more or less triangular spots occupying most of the 
area, divided by a rather narrow white longitudinal 
stripe. Pronotum with much the same markings often 
run together in middle to form solid coloring. Scutet- 
lum with spot of yellow on tip and basal angles yellow, 
often entirely yellow. Clavi with broad longitudinal 
yellow vitta often covering whole surface. Coria with 
two vittae, one on costal margin and one following Cu- 
to cross-veins where whole tip becomes yellow. Venter 
stramineous. 


Genitalia: Pygofer with two spines or hooks, one 
in normal position about as wide at base as it is long; 
other at apex of pygofer longer, slightly curved dorsal- 
ly, very narrow and sharp. Style with foot devoid of 
diagnostic characters. Oedagus long, with heavy shaft, 
hollowed out ventrally with processes in hollow extend- 
ing about two-thirds distance to tip; tip flared some- 
what and slightly bent dorsally. 

Holotype, male, San Jacinto Mts., Cal., July 21, 
1929, R. H. Beamer. Allotype, female and 125 male 
and female paratypes same data. 

This species runs to E. pinalensis Beamer in the 
key to my paper entitled “Erythroneura from the South- 
west”, Annals Ent. Soc. Am., XII, 1929. It may be 
separated from this species by its light colored ab- 
domen, broader oblique stripes and male genitalia. 

The specimens were swept from live oak.
